Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

2. Claimjl, 3 and 23-25 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. A method of managing an active queue by providing, 
preventing preserving does not fall within any of the four categories of statutory subject matter 
of 35 U.S.C. § 101. The claimed invention is not limited to a practical application. Viewed as a 
whole, the claimed invention merely expresses an abstract construct for managing an active 
queue. It does not impart any functions to a processing system, i.e., the claimed invention is not 
practical applied. Instead, the claimed invention merely provides an abstract ideal. The claimed 
abstract ideal is clearly not a process because they do not have any limitation to a practical 
application. The other three § 101 classes of machine, compositions of matter and manufactures 
can be group as product claims, and the product classes have required physical structure or 
material. The claimed abstract ideal does not itself perform any useful concrete and tangible 
result, i.e., no post solution activity, and thus does not fit within the definition of a machine. The 
claimed abstract ideal does not fall within the product classes, machine and composition of 
matter. 

3. Claims 2, 6-12 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 
non-statutory subject matter. A method of managing an active queue by calculating the drop 
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probabilities of the differentiation traffic having one of drop profiles and creating threshold 
levels for applying to the drop levels and setting a value does not fall within any of the four 
categories of statutory subject matter of 35 U.S.C. § 101. The claimed invention is not limited 
to a practical application. Viewed as a whole, the claimed invention merely expresses an 
abstract construct for managing an active queue by calculating and setting threshold and drop 
levels. It does not impart any functions to a processing system, i.e., the claimed invention is not 
practical applied. Instead, the claimed invention merely provides an abstract ideal how to 
calculating and setting threshold and drop levels. The claimed abstract ideal is clearly not a 
process because they do not have any limitation to a practical application. The other three § 101 
classes of machine, compositions of matter and manufactures can be group as product claims, 
and the product classes have required physical structure or material. The claimed abstract ideal 
does not itself perform any useful concrete and tangible result, i.e., no post solution activity, and 
thus does not fit within the definition of a machine. The claimed abstract ideal does not fall 
within the product classes, machine and composition of matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 
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5. Claims 1, 3 and 23-25 rejected imder 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Skirmont 
(USP 6252848). 

Regarding claims 1 and 23-25, Skirmont discloses a method for handling the prioritized 
traffic comprising in a packet transmission system, providing differentiation between traffic 
originating from rate adaptive applications that respond to packet loss, wherein traffic is assigned 
one, of at least two drop precedent levels (Col. 4, lines 60-67), preventing starvation of low 
prioritized traffic (Col. 2, lines 34-55, USD inherently discloses a method for preventing 
starvation of low prioritized traffic, Col. 2, lines 34-55), preserving a strict hierarchy among 
precedence levels (Col. 2, lines 34-55); providing absolute differentiation of traffic (USD 
inherently discloses a method for providing absolute differentiation by allocated bandwidth for 
traffic, Col. 2, lines 34-55). 

Regarding claim 3, Skirmont discloses a method for providing absolute if a prioritized 
traffic is fully controlled and relative differentiation if the prioritized traffic is fiiUy controlled 
(Col. 2, lines 34-55, inherently for USD). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 13-22 allowed. 

7. Claims 4-5 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the Hmitafions of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
